Haldeman helped hide truth 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - John N. 
Mitchell testified today that former 
presidential 
advisers 
H. 
H. 
Haldeman and John D. Ehrlichman 
were among those who had an 
“active concern” last year in hiding 
the truth about Watergate and other 
criminal acts. 
The 
former attorney general, 
during a third day of questioning by 
the Senate Watergate Committee, 
said he believed that both campaign 
and White House officials helped 
shield President Nixon from the full 
story of the “horrors” involving his 
subordinates. “Is it your impression 
that 
the 
President 
was 
being 
mislead by that (White House) 
group just as you were misleading 
the 
President?” 
asked 
Samuel 
Dash, the chief committee counsel. 


“I believe that would be, would 
certainly be, the impression I would 
have,” Mitchell replied. 


Mitchell, 
Nixon’s 
campaign 
manager until two weeks after the 
June 17, 1972 bugging arrests at 
Democratic headquarters at the 
Watergate, said he had dicussed the 
situation fully with Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman sometime last year, 
although he said he could not give a 
date. 


Both 
men 
—Nixon’s 
closest 
confidantes until their resignations 
from the White House staff April 30 
—have denied any knowledge of the 
affair until this past spring. 
“You did speak to Haldeman and 
Ehrlichman in 1972?” Dash asked 
Mitchell. 


“That is correct,” he replied. 
“And those discussions concerned 
how to keep the lid on?” 
“There is no question we did 
discuss problems that would arise if 
those parties in the White House 
who were involved in some of these 
activities would come forward ... 
with all the information they had." 
Mitchell replied. 
“And there is no doubt in your 
mind 
th at 
H aldem an 
and 
Ehrlichman were taking an active 
role themselves in attempting to 
keep the lid on?” Dash asked. 
“They had a very active concern 
just as I did,” Mitchell replied, 
contending that he didn't know in 
“what ways they participated in 
implementing it.” 
The committee, in its sixth week 


of hearings, met privately this 
morning 
to discuss 
whether to 
subpoena 
W atergate-related 
documents from the White House 
—documents that Nixon has said he 
will not provide. Further discussion 
on the subpoena question was post­ 
poned until the hearings recessed 
for lunch. 
Shortly before the lunch break, 
Chairman Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., 
signed a document identified only as 
a communication for the White 
House. 
A source close to the committee 
said it was a letter to the White 
House related to the committee’s 
efforts to obtain White House papers 
on

SAULX - Les-CHARTREUX, a 
France (UPI) — The pilot of a 
Brazilian Varig airliner was hailed 
today as a hero for the skillfully 
executed 
crash 
landing

flaming airliner. It apparently was 
smoke and flames that Killed tne 122 
victims, not the crash itself 
Rescuers 
who 
rushed 
to the 
wreckage in a lettuce field outside 
this Paris suburb said the victims 
died strapped in their seats, choked 
unconscious by fumes and then 
burned by the flames that started in 
a restroom and flashed through the 
aircraft, fed by the emergency 
oxygen system. 


Firemen who brought out the 
blackened bodies said many were in 
the correct position for a crash 
landing—heads down 
and 
knees 
together. 
Doctors fought today to save the 
lives of the seriously ill among the 
12 survivors of the Boeing 707 
jetliner. One survivor died in a 
hospital today, bringing the official 
death toll to 122 
All the survivors were crewmen 
Among the badly injured was the 
E 
ilot, Gilberto Araujo Da Silva, 
ailed by Frenchmen today as a 
hero for guiding the plane past rows 
of houses to a safe landing 


“He was nerveless—a hero,” said 
one news broadcast. 
The plane was only two miles —90 
seconds 
flying 
time—from Orly 
Airport at the end of a 5,800 mile 
flight from Brazil when it ditched, 
“like a bomb,” according to one 
witness, because of a fire which a 
survivor said started in a rear toilet, 
apparently as a result of a short 
circuit. 
A local farmer who was among 
the first to reach the plane said: “I 
got into the cockpit and two crew 
members were unconscious in their 
seats, their faces black The passen­ 
ger compartment was silent 


The crash was the worst in France 
since June 1962, when an Air France 
Boeing 707 crashed on take-off from 
Orly Airport, killing 131 persons 
Among them were many from 
Atlanta, Ga ., who had been on an art 
tour of Europe.

the California Division of Highways 
must, in a public hearing July 30, 
legally explain why no full scale 
environmental impact study was 
made on the project.

scale, 
independent environmental studies 
of such projects. 
According to spokesman Ralph 
Lejonhud, the Division contends 
that no EIS is required for bypass 
project because it was planned and 
the “fact sheet” prepared in 1961, 
nine years before the passage of the 
CEQA 


If Smith decides that an EIS is 
indeed required, completion of the 
freeway bypass, planned to skirt 
Lompoc’s east side in 1975, could be 
waylayed a year or more.

afternoon in the wake of a petition 
from two Lompoc citizens groups, 
Preserve 
Lom poc’s

Fire destroys military 
personnel records 


ST. LOUIS (UPI i — A fire that 
ranged out of control for nearly 
eight 
hours 
today 
destroyed 
hundreds of thousands of military’ 
personnel records dating back to 
World War I. 
A team of FBI agents from 
Washington was dispatched to the U. 
S. Military personnel records center 
in 
suburban 
Overland 
to 
help 
determine the fire’s cause. The 
blaze broke out on the top floor of 
thesix-storytwo-block-long building 
a few minutes after midnight. 
The 
giant 
complex 
contained 
records of 56 million past and 
current members of all branches of 
the U. S. military, including the 
reserves, according to Maj Deane 
H. Looney. 
Looney is executive officer of the 
U. S. Army Reserve Component 
Personnel 
and 
Administration 
center, one of the agencies with 
facilities in the4mil!ion-square-foot 
building 
He said he believes many of the 
lost 
papers 
are 
duplicated 
on 
computer tape elsewhere in the 


country. 
“Basically we’re not talking about 
records of 
servicemen 
recently 
released,” Looney said. “They were 
mostly that of World War I and 
World War II persons who have 
already used GI bills and things like 
that.” 
Authorities refused to speculate 
publicly on the cause of the fire. 


“There were no reports of any 
unauthorized people on the grounds 
to my knowledge," said Howard 
Whiteley, 
a 
spokesman 
forthe 
General Services Administration at 
Kansas City. 


Whiteley said little of the burned 
materials could be considered top 
secret, adding, “I don’t think there 
is anything (on file) like military 
operations, perse.” 


Whiteley, said, “I don’t believe 
that many records could be in 
fireproof 
cabinets 
Normally 
though, when you have fire damage 
it's amazing how much can be 
reconstituted

County bill for 73-74 water project $345,654

Santa Barbara County's bill for the 
current fiscal year under its current 
contract with the state relative to the State 
Water Project is now set at $345,654, it was 
announced today. 
The new bill presented by the state 
Department of Water Resources is on top 
of payments by the county totaling almost 
$1.7 million in recent years for capacity in 
the project facilities from Oroville Dam to 
the end of the Coastal Stub, according to 
state officials. 
County officals had placed $350,000 in the 
1973*74 county budget which has been 
adopted, and had been awaiting word from 


the state as to the total of the charges for 
the new fiscal year starting July 1. 
The county contracting agency for the 
state project is the County Flood Control 
and Water Conservation District, whose 
directors signed a first-phase agreement 
with the state in 1963. 


County authorities are now in the midst 
of internal disuccsions as to whether to ask 
the state for a two-year delay prior to Jan. 
1, 1975, to implement phase two of the pact 
with the state. If a delay isn’t requested bv 
then, the state plans to go ahead and begin 
design and construction of a costly coastal 
aqueduct to serve this county and San Luis 
Obispo County at the counties’ expense.

In previous interviews, Mrs. Mitchell 
said the President should resign because of 
Watergate and asserted that “ if John knew 
about it, then Nixon knew about it.’’ 
Mrs. Mitchell said she was calling today 
from somewhere in the South because she 
wanted to deny calling U PI’s Washington 
bureau early Wednesday. “ I haven’t talked 
to a damned soul,” she said. 


A woman claiming to be Mrs. Mitchell 
told a UPI reporter Wednesday: “ I want 
you to know that my husband is absolutely 
correct in all of his testimony. He is 
com pletely 
honest. 
I ’m 
standing 
completely beside him because I know he 
is telling the truth.” 


The form er attorney general insisted 
repeatedly in his Senate testimony that he 
never told Nixon what he knew about the 
cover-up

“California must pass another Clean 
Water Bond Act next year if our share of 
the grant money is to be available for

Adams told the board. 


He did not specify the size of the bond 
needed.

Lejonhud, who said he felt the Division is 
legally “on firm ground,” revealed that the 
state agency has withheld awarding the 
bypass contract pending the legal outcome 
of this m atter, though bids have been low. 


If the court decides to apply the CEQA in 
the

bypass, 
Lejonhud 
estimated, the project would be moved 
back by about a year, the time required to 
complete a full EIS. Withdrawl of state 
funding for the project in this event could 
push the work even further back, he 
suggested. 


The project consists of upgrading and 
realigning nearly five miles of state 
Highway 1 from a point one mile south of 


route 246 to a point two miles north of the 
Santa Ynez River. 
The July 30 public hearing will be held in 
Santa Maria Superior Court at 9 a.m. with 
Judge Smith's decision probably following 
several days later. 
The Lompoc groups also contend in their 
petition that the bypass is a link in a long 
range Division plan to contruct a freeway 
from Las Cruces to Oceano, but to do it in 
installments in order to minimize its 
apparent impact on the area’s natural 
surroundings. 
Lejonhud denied this outright saying,

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Frost says three supervisors persuaded to back plan 


County Supervisor Frank J. Frost claimed today that 
three members of the Board of Supervisors have been 
“ persuaded” to back a county general plan change to allow 
a Goleta Valley auto center on Hollister Ave., west of San 
Marcos High School. 
Frost in a public statement said the persuasion has been 
done by a “ number of General Motors auto dealers... that 
the change is in the public interest.” 
He was referring to the 3-2 vote on the Board of 
Supervisors July 9 to send the matter back to the Planning 
Commission which has rejected the general plan change 
application. Frost and Supervisor James M. Slater said 
they failed to see how the general plan change requested 


from residential to commercial could be in the public 
interest as is now claimed. 
“ A finding that a general plan change is in the public 
interest is the only reason the general plan can be 
amended,” said Frost, who was elected on a no-growth 
platform in the First District last year. 
Frost charged the three supervisors, Charles F. 
Catterlin, Curis Tunnell,and Francis H. Beattie were being 
swayed by arguments designed to “ change the ground rules 
to help private business out of financial difficulties.” 
The case involved three Santa Barbara auto dealers who 
are planning to move from downtown Santa Barbara 
locations to the center of South Coast population in Goleta 
Valley. The site they seek is across the street from a 


residential subdivision and boundeu on two sides by 
undeveloped land zoned for single-family residential use 
Frost made these points- 
—A “ noisy, traffic -inducing auto center would destroy 
the whole character of what is presently a quiet residential 
area ” 
—There is “ no single piece of evidence to show that such 
a project would be in the public interest ” 
— The auto dealers would get a “ real estate advantage 
worth hundreds of thousands of dollars” bv getting a 
general plan change for that location 
It would mean 
government “ would be changing the ground rules to help a 
private 
business cut 
of 
financial 
diliiculties. 
and 
subsidizing private business.” 


Revenue sharing allocations upheld 


Legality of a number of federal revenue sharing 
allocations for social programs in Santa Barbara County 
was upheld Wednesday by the county counsel’s office.

LOS ANGELES (UPI> — Ever since the liner Andrea 
Doria plunged to the bottom of the Atlantic after a collision 
off the coast of Rhode Island, it “has been called the Mt. 
Everest for professional divers,” Donald Rodocker, a 
former Navy aquanaut, said Wednesday. 
That’s one reason Rodocker and Christopher Delucchi, 
another ex-aquanaut plan to spend 10 days living in a steel 
chamber on the ocean bottom in an ambitious attempt to 
recover $2 million worth of cash and valuables from the 
wreck. 
Rodocker, 27 and DeLucchi, 22, were to leave today for 
New York Their underwater home, nicknamed “mother,’’ 
left Wednesday. 
The chamber will allow them to use “saturation diving” 
techniques they helped develop in the Navy, said DeLucchi, 
of San Diego, who set the world’s record of 945 feet for open 
sea saturation diving last year while he was an instructor at 
the Navy's deep diving school. 
“Divers who used the Scuba free diving method were 
hindered by decompression time limitations,” he said. 
“Divers could work for only about 20 minutes before 
returning to the surface via decompression waiting periods 
dept 
Because of the pressurized gasses they must breathe at 
such depths, divers risk getting the bends—painful and 


sometimes fatal 
bubbles of 
nitrogen blocking blood 
vessels—if they do not ascend slowly, exhaling the gases 
from their systems. 
DeLucchi and Rodocker plan to get around that problem 
by living in “mother,” which will be moored to the wrecked 
ship, and setting out each day for an 8 hour work period. 
They will have to decompress only once, when they finally 
surface. 
Their goals include the recovery of $1.1 million in cash, 
which was reportedly in the liner’s four safes when it went 
down in 1956, bronze propellers worth $35,000 each, a 
$250,000 silver plaque, a $10,000 anchor, the silver and china 
settings, a $100,000 Chrysler “idea car,” a Rolls-Royce, a 
Mercedes and art works sealed in marine shipping 
containers. 
However, said Rodocker, “it’s the adventure, that’s what 
we re mainly after. For all these years, the Andrea Doria 
has been called the Mt. Everest for professional divers. 
After all, the tax man will get most of the money.” 
The Andrea Doria collided with the Stockholm, a 
freighter, about 45 miles south of Nantucket, R.I., on July 
25, 1956. The Swedish ship’s bow knifed into the Italian 
passenger liner’s side, opening a gash 40 feet wide at the top 
and running down through seven of the Andrea Doria’s 11 
decks. Fifty-four persons died and 1,661 were rescued. 


Social Security hike signed

The measure would also increase to 
$12,600 the maximum wage base on 
which Social Security taxes are 
imposed on wage-earners. 
“The critical feature of this b ill... 
is an increase in Social Security 
benefits of more than 5 per cent next 
year in order to meet the rising 
costs of living,” Nixon said in a 
written statement issued by the 
White House. 
White House officials estimated 


that the benefits increase would 
range between 5.6 and 5.8 per cent, 
with the first checks to be paid in 
July of next year.

since such behavior does not raise the moral standards of 
the public.

—Before any public funds are used to ban dirty books and 
dirty movies, funds shall be used to eliminate the following 
“ dirty” problems: discrimination, poverty, housing, poor 
medical help, lack of education. After all. what is “ dirty 
is 
in the mind of the beholder. 


Now, of course, I have my own very personal list of what 
is obscene, which, of course. I wouldn't want any person to 
follow unless he really believes in it. But in case you're in­ 
terested, here are some of my personal obscenities:

MUNICH, Germany (UPI) — For 
twenty seconds you could almost 
hear a pin drop inside the vast 
Olympic Stadium. 
Dwight Stones stood motionless in 
the sand pit with clenched fists, the 
eyes of 25,000 fans riveted on the 
dancing bar. Then it settled down 
and the tall, gangling American 
jumped out in a wild triumphant jog 
to be mobbed by teammates. He had 
set a high jump world record of 7 
feet 6‘/¿inches at the same stadium 
where he was an Olympic bronze 
medal almost a year ago. 
“ It was terrible, yet fascinating to 
watch it make up its mind,’’ the 19- 
year-old Los Angeles student told 
newsmen afterwards. 
Soaring over in his third and last 
attempt, Stones touched the bar 
with 
his 
back—using 
the 
flop 
technique which 1968 Olympic gold 
medal winner Dick Fosbury first 
perfected. 
“I didn’t feel particularly in the 
mood when I entered the stadium,” 
Stones said. “I had been on a 90 
m inutes 
autom obile 
ride 
to 
Nuernberg in the afternoon and felt 
slightly tired. 
“ But the crowd set me on fire. I 
could remember the fans from the 
Olympics 
and 
it was just the 
stimulant I needed.” 
Stones started off in traditional 
style, switching to the flop when the 
height was placed at 6-10V4. 
“It’s 
much harder using the 
straddled (traditional) style so I 
kind of relax when doing the flop. It 
also upsets the opposition,” he 
grinned. 
By the time Stones got around to 
have a go at Matzdorf’s world 
record of 7-6 l/4 all his rivals were 
back in their track suite. The 10,000 
meter racers had also retired, 
leaving him a clear run to the posts. 
“They (the racers) didn’t bother 
me but it was nice having all the 
attention for myself,” he smiled. 
Stones cleared 7-5 at the AAU 
championships 
in 
Bakersfield, 
Calif., last month, but failed to 
better the world record there. 
“The funny thing is,” he said, “ I 
seldom train in high jump. I sprint a 
lot, use weights to explode my leg 
muscles and that sort of jazz.” 
Turning to the future, Stones said 
the 
1976 
Olympic 
Games 
in 
Montreal was his major goal. 
“Once you’ve competed in the 
Olympics, you’ve been bitten by the 
bug,“ he said. “I want to win a gold 
medal more than anything else in 
the world.”

But w hen B obby M u rcer, the 
Yankee slugger, agrees. Kuhn fines him 
We’ll, Murcer did 
add that Kuhn was 
‘gu tless’’ in not stopping the Indians' 
G a ylord P e r r y from h ea v in g su ch w et m i s s i le s . But did 
Kuhn first say. well m aybe Bobby had a point and let's find 
out if Perry is in fact a soggy culprit? No. 


Kuhn s m ost notorious case recently may be called “The 
Grooving of Henry Aaron 
Kuhn says he will suspend any 
pitcher if he lays one in to bad Henry for his 715th career 
homer, the one that would break Babe Ruth s record 


Kuhn says he warns nothing “ to tarnish the achievem ents 
of a truly great player such as Henry Aaron ” 


T he s e n t im e n t s a re a d m ir a b le . But the s t y le , to use 
Kuhn s own phrase about another matter, is deplorable 


Kuhn is all starch and gray and hair spray and has a sm ile 
that can be zipped and unzipped at a m om ent's notice and a 
voice made of stained glass 


Because of his solemn humorlessness, he has made a c a ­ 
thedral out of a molehill 


Pitchers such as Juan Marichal. Larry Dierker and Tug 
McGraw, among seven quoted in an Associated P ress story, 
said they would g r o o v e o n e to A aron tor v a r io u s r e a so n s 
ranging from making m ore money as the dubious accessory 
to the record to Marichal's 
it would be a trophy.” 


L ater, w hen they felt K uhn's h ea t, they sa id th ey w ere 
only kidding. They probably were, since the instincts and 


training of ballplayers is to win g am es and keep their earned 
run averages com ely 
It is unlikely that a skyscraper man 
would appreciate or comprehend a iocker-room gag 


Yet there is a threat, and a legitim ate one, to the integrity

It was not necessary to 
em phasize suspension, thus further taking the spotlight aw ay 
from Aaron s achievem ents

dinals. “ that the guy who gives up number 715 will be sus­ 
pended for life 


Kuhn had been set up by the ow ners as com m issioner in 
1969 A com m issioner is a necessary evil for baseball owners 
since they would just as soon the run the gam e — which they 
feel is their business — without the costliness of a stuffed 
puppet 
But tradition, that at once burdensome yet exploita­ 
ble c o m m o d ity , is e s s e n t ia l to b a se b a ll And the g h o st of 
Judge Landis, who saved baseball with his stern honesty aft­ 
er the Black Sox scandal, survives as does the ghost of Babe 
Ruth 


Kuhn s primary job is to uphold the integrity of the gam e 
and to follow the owner's carrot Since he also masquerades 
as the ballplayer s com m issioner, even though he is in con­ 
stant and heated battle with the Players 
Association, it is 
understandable how his own im age is tarnished 


Some other of his actions haven't helped his reputation,

There's still gold In them hills

NEW PASS MINE. Nev. - 
(NEA ) — Listen. Hear i t 9 
When the air is quiet one can 
almost feel the days of used- 
to-be 


It was late in the 1800s. 
Gold Rush. Tinhorns and hur­ 
dy-gurdies And this mine, on 
the slopes of the Desatoya 
Mountains, sizzling in the sun. 
was thriving One thousand 
men sc ratche d the e a rth for 
ore; dozens of sleep shacks 
leaned against the wind amid 
the scrub and scorpions; bar- 
keeps and whores sat at their 
windows waiting for eventide 
T here was a post office, a 
general store, a sawbones — 
and of course gold 


Gold, gold, gold, gold 


Bright and yellow, hard and 
cold 


Gold, gold, gold, gold 


Good and evil, meek and 
bold. 


Today much of the frontier 
flavor of New P ass is long 
gone. The population has been 
reduced to one small family 
— Donald Jung, his wife, two 
children and three dogs — 
most of the shacks have given 
up to the elements, the booze, 
the babes and the other am en­ 
ities are merely anecdotes of 
another time 


But the gold? Ah. the gold 
It’s still here as before 


And how. says Donald Jung 
As present owner of the New 
P ass mine he believes m i l ­ 
lions of dollars in gold is still 
locked in the rocks of these 
hills He believes a couple of 
men, working steady, can haul 
out $800-$1.000 worth of ore a 
day. To prove it for visitors, 
he picks up a random handful 
of milled dirt, puts it in a pan 
of water, shakes the mixture 
into separation — and: “ See. 
there it is. pure gold'" 


Doubtless. New Pass is well 
endowed The chief reason the 
century-old mine was a b a n ­ 
doned in the past is that the 
world price of the m e tal did 
not allow profitable e x t r a c ­ 
tion For decades the world 
price of gold was officially $35 
a troy ounce 
Increases in 
recent years, to the c u r r e n t 
$45.22. have been m inim al 
Even the unofficial open m a r ­ 
ket price has. in the past, 
most of the tim e ,,b e en d is­ 
couraging to miners. But now. 


DONALD JUNG HAS invested hard money 
and hard work in reopening New Pass 
mine. 


says Don Jung, 
the dam has 
busted." The market price of 
gold has been over $100 for 
two months, has bloated to 
$125 on occcasion. and som e 
say $150 may be reached even­ 
tually 


The price rise, to be sure, is 
the motivation behind Jung s 
mining operation 
No roman­ 
tic he. no dreamer either, he 
was until recently a comforta­ 
ble m e m b e r of the routine 
middle class 
A mining engi­ 
neer. working for a Nevada 
mercury mining corporation, 
he had no intention of g r a b ­ 
bing a pick and shovel of his 
own 
P rospecting, he says, 
was too risky. 


But he did have a feeling 
about New Pass. During col­ 
lege he had studied some 
rocks from the mine and 
thought them to be “ promis­ 
ing." So, as he explains it. 
when the price of gold began 


to climb, he decided to take 
the 
plunge 
He 
leased 
hundreds of a c r e s of New 
P as s and talked the g o v ern ­ 
ment out of a $50,000 prospect­ 
ing loan (if he fails here, re­ 
payment of the loan is voided; 
if he strike s ore he m ust r e ­ 
pay at a rate of 5 per cent of 
his annual findings) Now, a 
year and a half into his ven­ 
ture. Jung says he hasn't 
made a dime — “ But as soon 
as we get to the rich vein I 
know we will make it big," 


Optimism is of course both 
the cause and the cu rse of 
prospectors But Jung is not 
the only one salted with it 
these days Evidently, he is 
just one of many equally e n ­ 
thusiastic Americans working 
at or at least thinking about 
what

No wonder then that gold 
panning clinics have started in 
some Western states. Sales of 
metal and mining equipment 
is brisk Applications for gov­ 
er n m e n t prospecting loans 
have increased dramatically 
Says Paul Gemmill. executive 
secretary of the Nevada Min­ 
ing Association 
"T h e hills 
are crawling with weekenders 
looking for fortunes." 


The fortunes are not likely 
to be found, for w eekenders 
anyway. Notwithstanding the 
Californian who last year 
found a 28-ounce nugget in the 
High Sierras, gold these days 
is simply not lying around for 
the taking. Don Jung's opera­ 
tion at New P ass, for e x a m ­ 
ple, is a combination of hard 
money, hard work and intelli­ 
gence. Anything less is a 
waste of time. 


" G o l d , " 
says Jung, 
" i s 
usually invisible." It s con­ 
tained in ordinary looking 
stones. Jung has sunk his re­ 
search 500 feet down and on a 
1400 foot drift just to get to a 
spot where the rock “ may be" 
valuable. If it is, it will be 
dynam ite d loose, hauled out 
and then milled In the mill 
the rock will be crushed sev­ 
eral times to sand-size parti­ 
cles w here it will then be 
washed over a series of co p ­ 
per plates. 


" D u r i n g 
the 
c ru s h in g ." 
Jung says, " m e r c u r y in the 
rock will a m a l g a m a t e with 
the gold in the rock Then the 
mercury will stick to the cop­ 
per plates. When we burn the 
mercury off. we'll be left, we 
hope, with the gold 


Obviously, it's no weekend 
chore. Obviously, too. the 
days of the " e u r e k a " ended 
with the hurdy-gurdy. Jung is 
cu rre n tly working sunup to 
sundown, seven days a week, 
in temperatures as high as 105 
degrees, in the mere hope of 
one day squeezing a half­ 
ounce of gold from each ton of 
rock 


"It's not easy, 
he says. 


Still, there's no discourag­ 
ing him There's no dissuading 
anyone on this space age gold 
rush. Think of it. says Jung, 
"e v e n the dirt on my face is 
worth something."

hobo jungle, complete with 
bedrolls, a lean-to and a man­ 
gy dog burning his nose on the 
cooking pot. 


One of the bum* was into a 
story: 


. . I saw this babe run­ 
ning along the train out of 
Vegas and I reached down to 
pull her up. She weren’t more 
n a hundred pounds a little 
squirt, but good lookin 
as 
hell. She said she was trom 
San Francisco and had been 
bummin for more n a year 
We talked for 50 miles or so. I 
didn’t do nothin 
Then all of a 
sudden she says to me. Look. 
I don’t want to be treated like 
a bum. I want to be treated 
like a woman. Wooooee! We 
had at it right there, man 
Right there!" 


Some things, it seems, nev­ 
er change. Hoboes have been 
wandering through the world 
for more than four centuries, 
telling the same ribald and 
usually 
exaggerated 
stories. 
The Oxford English Diction­ 
ary says tramps were ob­ 


served in the Europe of 1884 
when a bard of the time re­ 
ported them as 
so durty tis 
a shame to see them. 
Hums 
became an American phenom­ 
enon in the late 1800s when 
disillusioned Civil War veter­ 
ans took to the rails in search 
ot employment And now. the 
summer of 1978. here they 
still are as footloose and raun­ 
chy as ever 


It's not quite like days gone 
by. perhaps. No one has ever 
took a census count of hobos, 
but it is likely there are fewer 
today than. say. during the 
Depression when 
Hallelujah. 
I'm a bum!' became a cry of 
absolute desperation. 


Also, the vagabond oppor­ 
tunities are no longer so sim­ 
ple as they once were.

Interior design 
changes in shuttle? 


There 
may 
be 
some 
changes 
in 
the 
interior 
design of the space shuttle 
after 
the 
three 
skylab 
astronauts’ experience of 
weightless life in space, 
according to Aviation Week 
and 
Space 
Technology 
Maganize. 
Due to the success of the 
space repair crew’s extra­ 
vehicular activities on the 
outer skin of the skylab 
workshop, planners are now 
considering providing for a 
much greater shuttle crew 
EVA capability as one such 
modification. 
In the cockpit area of the 
shuttle designers may well 
also remove most of the 
floors. The nose portion of 
the rocket-plane craft is 
now 
designed 
with 
passageways from floor to 
floor. Skylab experience, 
though, seems to indicate 
that floors just waste space. 
In 
a 
weightless 
environment, gaping holes 
through 
which 
crewmen 
may easily float from level 
to level may be the most 
practical 
scheme, 
some 
designers now believe. 
Some 
device 
may 
be 
designed 
which 
collects 


articles either inadvertantly 
dropped by crew members 
or wandering in weightless 
space 
away 
from 
their 
storage areas. 
The skylab’s air exhaust 
filter screening grid served 
this 
unplanned 
role, 
garnering lose bolts and 
washers that had not been 
retrieved 
in 
the 
manufacture of the vehicle 
on earth. 
Housekeeping 
in 
the 
spacecraft will be made 
easier, the astronauts say, if 
the interior surfaces are 
uniformly flat, smooth and 
continuous. This, they say, 
would prevent small objects 
from floating into obscure 
nooks and crannies unseen. 
The 
skylab crew also 
emphasized the need for 
more windows, not just to 
gawk from, but also as aides 
in managing the functions of 
their spacecraft. 
A last suggestion was that 
some means be devised to 
protect circuit breakers. In 
the course of the skylab 
astronauts’ 
weightless 
sojourn, circuit 
breakers 
were tripped inadvertantly 
several times, the skylab 
crew related.

Why the subterfuge? 


If all the deceits and attempts at cover- 
up regarding the Watergate affair weren’t 
so 
obviously 
mindless, 
they 
could 
constitute a real threat to the American 
system of government. Fortunately, the 
contradictions, of which there are so 
many, are pretty much out in the open for 
all who care to see and judge. 
The most recent example seems to be 
included in the testimony of John Mitchell, 
the former attorney general, short-term 
re-election 
campaign 
manager 
and 
indicated perjurer and conspirator. 
Mitchell has said he didn’t inform the 
President about Watergate because Nixon 
would surely have “lowered the boom” on 
Watergate if told the truth. We are asked 
to believe the President would have done 
something, no one knows exactly what, at 
the expense of his re-election campaign. 
Come on now, John! How can that be so 
when, at this very time, the President is 
exploring every avenue he can to prevent 
release of ceitain documents which could 
go far in explaining his own involvement in 
the 
case, 
if 
any, 
and 
which 
could 
ultimately clear up the whole sad affair? 
At the same time Nixon is telling the 
American people how interested he is in 
cooperating with the committee in getting 
to the bottom of the situation, he seems to

be hedging his bets. He has repeatedly 
claimed executive privilege in an attempt 
at preventing his own involvement. Now 
he has raised the tenets of separation of 
powers and the Senate panel may be 
forced 
to 
subpoena 
the 
documents

one. 
The contradiction here is obvious and is 
one more in a string of attempts at 
permanently clouding the most important 
issue in the whole Watergate mess: did the 
president of the United States, in fact, 
know about and condone the break-in and 
subsequent cover-up? 
We will probably never know for sure. 
Sources in both the Senate committee and 
the White House are now saying the 
hearing will probably end next month with 
no answers in sight as regards Nixon’s 
role, if any. In addition, according to 
Watergate Counsel Sam Dash, the White 
House has apparently “reached a point 
where they’ve decided it not appropriate 
to coopéra te...’’by releasing documents or 
testifying. It is truly unfortunate because

something is being hidden. If not — if the 
President is, in fact, clean — why, why all 
the subterfuge?
